Ten minutes after the regular ho iir 
of the rising of the curtain, President 
Stengele, in a lev.' words, introduced 
the lecturer. 

Mr. Fox confined his remarks 

principally to matters relating to the 

congress, tbOUgh, lie was compelled 
now and again tO introduce incidents 
that occurred, while en route to I'aris. 
Beginning with the day of depart 
ing Irom New Fork, in company with 

his associate delegate, .Mr. Hodgson, 
representing the Empire City, and the 
delegates from other cities, he remark- 
ed that, it was a high compliment, to 
the deaf of the United States that 
they had so many and such able mem- 
bers of their class to represent/them 
at such a gathering. 

The trip across the pond, was com 
fined to the dolngS of the delegates as 

to their mode of procedure during the 
sessions. On arriving Liverpool, the 
delay attending the inspection by the 

custom officers was the only thing to 

occur. 

The experience of his brother tra- 

vdier facilitated matters. Having es- 
caped the duty imposed on a lew per- 
sonal luxuries contained In his bag- 
gage, he fell more like an American at 

home in London. The passing of the 

French Official latter on, was an easy 
matter. All that he and Mr. Hodgson 
met was an individual in uniform ac- 
ting them in French. They refer- 
red to their want of hearing, which, 
for some reason or other proved an 

excellent pass-word, as the officer ap- 
peared as anxious to get rid of them 

as they were of him. 

The destination reached, the open- 
ing session of the congress and the 
election that followed, was dwelt up- 
on at length. That, the French sys- 
tem of sign making corresponded to a 

degree to that in use in America, was 
shown from the fact, few of the del.' 
gates found any difficulty in compre- 
hending the nature of the subjects 

under discussion by the Frenchmen. 

Jt m:is the English double hand system 
that proved a puzzler and an irksome 
task. Not tO the Americans alone, 

hut to the Englishmen themselves. 

Note was made of an address deliver 
ed by a hearing gentleman. Dr. Gal 
laudet Interpreted for the Americans, 
an English profeS*Of for the London- 
ers. Dr. Oallaudcl had little difficul- 
ty in keeping track of the address. 
The English interpreter, on the other 
hand, was one half through with the 
address when the speaker coiieliiilcd. 
Mr. Fox predicted lime would bring 
the sign language into universal use 

in England. 

Referring to the mode of parlia- 
mentary law followed during the ses- 
sions, he did not think it up to our 
system. There was no "putting of 
tiic question ;" no " amending ;" no 
"seconding;" and the presiding of- 
fioer reigned supreme. No" appeal"

This being already a long letter, our 
next letter will be of St. Louis, its 
mutes, its club, notes and random 
thoughts. Chox Tozz. 
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" There are half a dozen deaf-mute 
players in the Tri-State League," a 
few in the National League and As- 
sociation Clubs, and no end of them in 
local clubs, all over this glorious 
country of ours. We pause to con- 
sider that the number of deaf ball- 
twirlers is out of all proportion to 
the deaf population as compared with 
the hearing. The conclusion is 
inevitable that there are altogether 
too many graduates of our schools 
who aspire to earn their living " by 
the sweat of their brow," provided it 
is produced by chasing a " calf-skin" 
or wielding an "old wagon tongue." 
As far as our observation goes, there 
is a far greater number of 
our boys at school who have 
a greater ambition to become expert, 
" diamond trotters" than to become 
first class shoemakers, cabinet- 
makers, tailors, carvers or printers. 
They seem to be imbued with the 
idea that all they have to do is to 
become expert catchers and batters, 
and dollars and dimes will roll into 
their pockets, while they are having 
a good time, sporting knee breeches 
with a stripe down the leg, and a 
flannel shirt with " loud" letters 
across the breast. Visions of a 
uniform that will set off their 
physique to perfection, add to their 
pleasant anticipations, and is only 
surpassed when they make a clear 
" catch" in the " field," or bat a ball 
over the " outfield" fence, and reecix e 
the plaudits of the multitude. 

The result of all these pleasant 
contemplations, is that the number of 
deaf-mutes would-be ball-players is 
increasing alarmingly, while no cor- 
responding increase of proficiency is 
noticeable in the skill of the boys 
sent out from our Institution shops.

national game seems destined to be a 
" delusion and a snare" to many of 
our graduates. 

Is not the management of our 
schools at fault ? Are not teachers 
lacking in duty when thay fail to 
point out the folly of such a course. 

Only a very small percentage of 
tin' <leaf will ever be able to make a 
living on the " diamond," and the 
earnings of these few will be pre- 
carious and uncertain. If only half 
the vim and enthusiasm expended on 
the ballground, were exerted in the 
acquisition of some useful trade, 
we could bo proud of our deaf art i- 
sans. One great drawback to the 
success of manual training at our 
schools is due to this cause. The 
subject's enthusiasm is expended on 
the playground, so that he has none 
left for shop acquisitions. This is 
due, chiefly to the fact that he has 
never been trained or, rather, educated 
otherwise. He is allowed to exercise 
his inclinations without restraint by 
those who have charge of his educa- 
tion. If industrial training is worth 
anything, it is worth the while of 
teachers and officers of our schools to 
instil into the minds of their pupils, 
the importance of systematic and 
enthusiastic application, and dissipate 
all foolish and worthless notions that 
may be forming in their minds in 
regard to the value of a proficiency 
in sports and pastimes. Teachers 
and others should give their pupils a 
correct idea of the value ,of all 
amusements and recreations. They 
should be regarded as means to an 
end and not as an object. Let the 
boys understand that the time they 
spend out of doors on the playground, 
is valuable in so far as it invigorates 
and purifies the system, filling the 
lungs with pure fresh air, givimr 
elastioity to the body, and thus pre- 
paring them for agreeable and more 
proficient work iu the schoolrooms 
and shops. The shops will, in time, 
prove the salvation of our pupils, if 
they are only trained to take pleasure 
in them and regard them as their 
friends. The deaf are easily dis- 
couraged, especially by harsh and 
unreasonable treatment. None but 
thos*' who thoroughly understand the 
peculiarities of the deaf, should ever 
lie retained. As much care and con- 
sideration, in our humble opinion, 
should be exercised in the selection of 
a master carpenter or shoemaker, as 
in the appointment of a teacher or 
principal. The success of the shop 
depends on it, after all other con- 
siderations have been satisfied. 

We hope the national game will 
continue to flourish, but not in a way 
as to interfere with the success of our 
boys iu their efforts to acquire some 
useful trade. 

By this time, about all the schools 
for the deaf are in session, and 
teachers and officers have an abund- 
ance of food for mental digestion. 
The past Summer has been prolific of 
good things for the deaf. Several 
important and successful conventions 
of the deaf have been held. Quite a 
number of prominent instructors of 
the deaf have been abroad and met 
foreign deaf-mutes, and it is presum- 
ed they have come home with their 
minds well stocked with useful and 
valuable information. Then there is 
the report of the English Royal Com- 
mission, which was printed in the 
Journal ; Mr. Smith's and Mr. Wes 
tervelt's papers in the July number of 
the Annals, and '• OurnevV reply to 
the latter in the Sifcnt WorU.
